Miss Anne Grant, field secretary of 
the Canadian Anti-Tuberculosis So¬ 
ciety, was in High River last Thurs¬ 
day, meeting wdth W. B. Way who is 
provincial president of the Alberta 
branch. Miss Grant also spoke to the 
Rotary Club whicli is the sponsoring 
body of the C'hristn^M seals cam¬ 
paign in this district. She gave a re¬ 
view of the fighc^ carried on in Can¬ 
ada, and spoke of the encouraging 
developments ifi Aiberta, and the ex¬ 
cellent program lormulated in west¬ 
ern provinces. 

When Canadians consider their 
death rate from tuberculosis, as com¬ 
pared to that of other countries, they 
cannot but feel they are very fortun¬ 
ate. Canada and the United States 
both have death rates of approximate¬ 
ly 60 per 100,000, which is compara¬ 
tively low. We cannot but feel that 
this low rate is partly the result of 
* cur efforts to defeat TS* and we 
would hardly be human if we did not 
feel a certain smugness about it. That 
smugness, however, is promptly 
quenched when W’e recall that still 
6,000 Canadians die yearly of tuber¬ 
culosis. Since September 1939 more 
Canadians have been killed by tuber¬ 
culosis than by enemy action. Before 
such losses, imposed by a disease that 
is preventable, complacency vanishes. 

We see that the progress made must 
not be an excuse for resting on our 
oars but must give us Courage to go 
ahead and finish the job of eradicating 
this disease.

Buy War Savings Stamps today 
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FINANCED BY REQUISITION 

A question which municipal councils fire said to be 
pondering relates to requisitions. The municipal 
council is the Ievi$s4md collector of taxes, not only for 
municipal needs but for other services. There are insti¬ 
tutions and organizations which finance by requisitions 
nutde on the council. They turn in an estimate of what 
they need, and it is up to the council to produce it. If 
the requisition is insufficient, they come to the council 
for more. If it is in excess of needs, they do not re¬ 
turn it, but put away the surplus, possibly piling up a 
reserve to quite a considerable amount and in any form 
they may see fit. • - 

Since the municipal council imposes Ihe taxes 
through which payment of requisitions is made possible, 
the council studies the problem of taxation most anx¬ 
iously. When taxes increase for any reason, it is the 
council that faces the brunt of inquiry from the tax¬ 


payer. From this angle the council may question how 
far requisitioning bodies should go in calling for an 
amount which enables them to build up a considerable 
surplus. The conclusion might be reached that esti¬ 
mates are beyond actual needs, ai>d that requisitioning 
bodies are not as careful, in their estimates as they 
would be if they had to collect the taxes. 

These imstitutioiis financed by requisition may assert 
on the other hand, that it is their careful administration 
which enables them to keep costs below estimate, thus 
making surpluses possible. They will contend that their 
estimates are arrived at with full regard for the tax¬ 
payer who calls for tl'e services. They will contend that 
what surplus they may now be building is toward some 
specific end, and that the full benefit will be returned in 
due time to the people. With special thought for present 
conditions there is also the argument that it is much 
better for the requisitioning bodies to develop a reser\'e 
in good times, than to operate on the barest margin of 
safety. If there is need for extra expenditqm for any 
purpose they will thus be in position to go forward, 
without any extra levy on the council calling for in¬ 
crease in mill rate. And they are cushioned to some 
extent against hard times. 

But taxation is an ever-present worry with municipal 
governments. They feel a responsibility to the taxpay¬ 
er for keeping the dsmand upon him at reasonable level. 
If taxes are increased, there must bo a good reason to 
justify it and no recent developments hold much hope 
of reduced costs, of service. The latest of these is the 
enlarged municipal unit. Theoretically this eliminates 
duplication and should lower costs, but this, is* not the 
result. It is one of the' mysteries of operation, so far 
unexplained. When taxes increase, from one cause or 
another, there is going to be close scrutiny of every 
department oT tax statements, and a growing query of 
“Why?” Or If surpluses reach noticeable proportions 
there is going to be a similar query. It is a good field 
for arg^ument.

PARTYISM MODIFIED 

JN the current session of legislature there seems less 
disposition than in many other sessions to haggle 
over small matters. The Independent opposition has 
given full support to the government on a number of 
issues which are to general pu'oiic advantage. When 
they have offered criticism or amendments, these have 
been based on reason and considered qpinion, and not 
for the purpose of embarrassing or lianipering any good 
effort. 

This type of leralStive debate commends itself to 
the public. Indiscriminate badgering of any party in 
power faris^ohave even entertainment value. It does 
not influence Che electorate favorably. But a well pre¬ 
sented argument on. any matter of conseciuence carries 
weight, f 

Political leaders and ardent party supporters often 
make the mistake of exaggeration and distortion in 
presenting their case. This has the effect of a boomer¬ 
ang, reducing the value of criticism which might be 
well founded if expressed in more modified terms. Ex¬ 
perience haa taught the average man that no party is 
aa good aa its supporters maintain, nor as bad as its 
opponents make out. Our successive governments in 


Alberta have had much commendable legislation to their 
credit, and they have also had faults and have made 
mistakes for which they eventually must give an ac¬ 
counting. When the mistakes appear to outweigh the 
virtues in the opinion of the majority of voters, out they 
go. While this evolution is in progress, the opposition 
has only a limited opportunity of proving itself in legis¬ 
lative action. 

The proceedings in the current session have been for 
the most part businesslike and serious. The opposition 
has made real contribution, not only in striking at 'vul¬ 
nerable points, but also in withholding unnecessary 
criticism. Premier Manning, who is emerging^s a good 
leader in many respects, is neverthelesi hedging on the 
question of Alberta debt at a time when the province 
is in position to get this matter settled and out of the 
way. The opposition has brought the full force of ar- 
.gument to bear on this issue, which, in its unsettled 
state, affects the whole province adversely. The criti¬ 
cism offered in the House on continuance of the Social 
Credit Board, and th^ mounting deficit of the Treasury 
branches, is^ based on public interest, rather than on 
party advantage.

Production Oblsctives— 

Or Expactotions? 

For two years, Dominion and Pro¬ 
vincial Government ofScials have 
announced definite production objec¬ 
tives' in plenty of time for farmers to 
plan their own programmes. The 
1944 objectives, made public over a 
month ago, have had time to 'coak 
in.’ Will they be met? 

In looking over the published 
figures, I, for one, find it difficult to 
diitinguiah between hopes and 
expei’iat'on.’. hi* Dominion-Pro¬ 
vincial Conference favoured no 
increasa in wheat .acreage; but in 
view o' t*’'i relation between the 
price of w’leat and other farm pro¬ 
duce, and the discontinuance of 
whe.-t tcv“.age reduction payments, 
a consideral'ie increase is probable. 

The figures published for oil seed 
crops are puzzling when con.«idered 
in the light of hlr. Ga'ruiner’s 
statement; as quoted in the “Farm 
News Press Clip Sheet, No. 424," 
which reads in part, “Of special 
products, such as oil proclucing 
, plants (crops) ... it is hoped that 
some improvement in quantity will 
be accomplished.” But the 1944 
“objective” for oil seed crops is 
given, on the same page, as 2,005,700 
acres—only 6C% of the 1943 acre¬ 
age I For what it is worth, we offer 
the opinion that the objective will 
win and the Minister’s hope will 
lose, unless the price for flaxseed is 
fixed at a very attractive level. ' 
The fanner will be governed ver>- 
largely by wh.at will p.ty and by 
what the United Nations reed. P** 
h.as, to some extent, .sacrificed tlv; 
former for tbejatter; but can only 
go so far. We mustn’t expect to 
get flax without paying what it costs.

MinlMum Objective iof One Billion 
Two Hundred Million. Total 
Savings Accounts in Canada 
Now 2V] BilUoiu

The sixth Victory Loan campaign 
opens on April 24th. It will have a 
minimum objective of $1,200,000,000 
and will last for three weeks. The 
p.inimum objective from .civilians is 
<>r25,000,000 and the balance is obtain¬ 
ed from special names. The objective 
is the same as in the Fifth Victory 
Loan drive. 

The new Victory Bonds will mature 
_,a8 follows: 

An issue bearing interest at»3 per' 
cent offer^ u a price of 100 per cent 
maturing at 100 or June 1, 'I'SOO, and 
a shorter issue bearing interest at 
1%1 per cent at u price of 100 per 
cent and maturing at 100 on May 1. 
1948. Both types of bonds will be dat¬ 
ed May 1st, 1944. 

The first interest coupon on the 3 
per cent bonus is for a period of seven 
months and in the case of the shorter 
issue the first interest coupon is for a 
period of four months. 

Subsequent interest coupons become 
due every six months thereafter. This 
arrangment continues the- practice 
established in' the 5th Victory Loan 
and avoids .idding to the very heavy 
volume of coupons which come due in 
May and November. 

“There is every indication,” said 
Mr. Ralston, “that Canadian forces 
overseas will participate in even heav¬ 
ier fighting during month* to come. It 
,therefore, the dutythe responsi¬ 
bility and the privilege of-Canadians 
in every walk of life to participate to 
the very limit in the Sixth Victory 
Loan and in so doirg support the men 
v,’bo are fighting foi us. 

“During the Fifth Victory Loan 
there were 3,033,000 applications for 
Victory Bonds. It is our hope that 
•this figure will ,be greatly increased 
for the Sixth Vl.jiory Loan so that 
once again the financial participation 
ot individual Canadians will hit a new 
high level of ac<;onipn&hment.” 

In order that income tax payments 
may not act as deterrent in subscrib¬ 
ing to the Victory loan, the income 
tax date of payment in full has been 
ret at August 31. 

There is at present far more unin¬ 
vested cash in Canada than is needed 
to meet the objective of the Sixth 
I,oan campaign. 

The total of savings accounts stands 
mw roughly at about two and a half 
billion dollars as against about one 
and a half billior dollars when the 
war began. Notwithstanding the drain 
on savings and current incomes made 
twice a year through the period of the 
war by these Victory Loan drives, 
current savings accounts have risen

W. A. Crawford-Fiost’s champion 
brought $2600, and another buU be¬ 
longing to Cumplrell brought $2650 
from George Smalc of Millarville. 

Average price or the 843 bulls was 
$361.06. Average of last year war 
$414.49. But for quality and numbers 
t'ne 1944 sale was distinctive. 

The 111 Angus bulls sold for an av¬ 
erage of $262.48. The 203 Shorthorns 
s’.'eraged $2.38.83 perhead. 

Americans bought about 10% of the 
offerings, but did not buy the top ani¬ 
mals. 

One notable event of the. sale was 
the prices obtained for bulls from 
f. rawford-Frost herds and those of 
Campbell of Stavely. With each put¬ 
ting up fiveanin sIf for sale-they took 
in more than $10,000 apiece.
